Asntaxnb, Wis., Sept. 5.—[Special. |—For- 
est fires have been burning dangerously near 
to this city all day. There has been just 
enough wind to keep them agitated, The 
whole town is nervous and excited. A gentle 
breeze has been blowing from the southwest 
since dawn. With every gust have come dense 
volumes of stifling smoke, blinding and chok- 
ing every one.

PLANKINTON OFFIOIALS THREAT- 
ENED BY A NEW AOTION. 


Criminal Charge Hrought Against Them 
at Milwaukee Covering the Same Points 
on Which They Were Indicted, but 
with Better Chance for Conviction 
Bishop Scannell’s Case Heard in Court 
at Omaha=<Burgiars Kill a Police Ser- 
geant at Cleveland, 0.

R. E. Fletcher, who had charge of 
the bank books for Mr. Plankinton, was 
served with a similar subpcena; Expert Ac- 
countant Burke, who made the investigations

Kirckhefer was instructed to bring into court

CROWD ro HEAR THE BISHOP TESTIFY. 


St. Paul's Church’ Row Drags Through 
Another Stage at Omaha, Neb. 
Omana, Neb., Sept. 5. [Special. A crowd 
of spectators was present in the District Court 
today to watch the proceedings in the case of 
The State of Nebraska vs. Richard Scan- 
nell, Bishop of the Catholic Diocese,’’ charged 
with contempt for refusing to open St. Paul's 
Church on the court’s order. Those who 
came to see a pyrotechnic display of sallies 
and repartees did not have long to wait. 
John Kc walewski was recalled to the witness 
stand to testify as tq his having been treas- 
urer of the St. Paulis Parish Church. He said 
he was removed by the Bishop because he 
would not sign the new $5,000 mortgage. 
Witness believed the old mortga 
was executed iljegally and ‘that t 
money borrowed had not been used for 
building the church; The Church committee 
and the Bishop hejd aconference July 12, 
and the Bishop proposed to have attorneys 
examine and see whether the money would 
be a lien on the property or not. Witness 
later showed the Bishop notes of private 
parties given for the money in question and 
objected to that methodsof doing business. C. 
A. Baldwin called Bishop Scannell as a wit- 
ness. The objection of C. J. Smyth on the 
ground that the action is criminal in its 
nature was sustained and the Bishop excused 
from testifying. Michael Corplawski swore 
the Bishop told the committee it was its duty 
“to work and pray.“ With this the State 
rested, and District Court Clerk Moores was 
called for the defense to show that the re- 
straining order issuec by the court had 
never been entered up on the journal. 
The objections of the State to this testimony 
were sustained and half an hour was occupied 
by the defense in asking similar questions, 
which were uniformly overruled and excep. 
tions taken. The remainder of the morning 
session was occupied by the direct examina- 
tion of Bishop Scannell, who testified to the 
conversation which he had held with his pa- 
rishioners and which had been 2 in evi- 
dence by the State. His version differed in 
no materiai respect from those preceding. He 
said he had refused to send a priest as request- 
ed by the committee or to open the church 
for school purposes until they had settled 
theit grievances and made arrangeinents to 
pay their debts. Atthis point the case by 
agreement was continued to Sept. 17. 


BURGLARS MURDER THEIR PURSUER. 


Sergt. Sheehan Shot While Chasing Two 

Safe-Blowers in Cleveland, O. 
CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 5.—[Special, ]—Sergt. 
Nicholas Sheehan of the Swiss Street Police 
Station was murdered this morning by burg- 
lars. They were about to enter the building 
of the Ohio Provision company and shad just 
blown the safe, The explosion attr ted the 
attention of Sheehan and Patrolman Ralph, 
who was with him. They ran to the building 
and saw two men near by. As they advanced 
the men fled.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 5.—The Supre me 
Lodge of Knights of Pythias at its morning 
session adopted a new system of transfer of 
membership. The new rule provides that by 
paying dues for thirty days a Knight may re- 
tain his membership in his old lodge unless 
admitted to another within that time. The 
committee to which was referred the question 
of the course to be taken toward disloyal 
past Supreme Chancellors is ready to report, 
but declines to make known the nature of its 
recommendations until the report has been 
submitted to the Supreme Lodge. Three past 
Supreme Chancellors took partin the India- 
napolis meeting of the German contingent 
when it was deeided to defy the mandate of 
the Supreme Lodge forbidding the printing 
of the ritual in foreign languages. For their 
action Supreme Chancellor Blackwell reeom- 
mended in his annual report that they should 
be expelled from the order. It is understood 
the report recommends that a committee be 
appointed to investiaate the circumstances 
of the Indianapolis meeting, and if the action 
of that meeting is found to constitute dis- 
loyalty the past Supreme Chancellors who 
took part be disbarred from participation in 
the proceedings of the supreme lodge. The 
reports of the committees favoring exclysion 
of liquor dealers from future membership in 
the order, and the restraint of the German 
lodges from performing the ritual in their 
language are ready for presentation, “but will 
probably not be considered until iater in the 
session. 
In reply to charges made in the report of the 
Supreme Chancellor of the Knights of Pythias, 
Fred Buchmann, who is represented in that docu- 
ment as interested in adisloyal attempt to secure 
the publication of a German ritual, has prepared 
an affidavit in his own defense. He will send it 
to the Illinois representatives in attendance at 
the Washington conclave. Mr. Buchmann de- 
poses that never by word or deed did he counte- 
nance or authorize the printing of the ritual in 
German or any other language. Instead of 
urging secession at the meeting of the German 
lodges at Indianapolis, the affidavit says, Mr. 
Buchmann counseled moderation and advised 
action be postponed until after the next session 
of the grand lodge. |

FORMAL REOOGNITION OF HAWAIIAN 
_ REPUBLIO MADE AT HONOLULU. 


Minister Willis Presents President Cleve- 
land’s Letter with a Friendly Intro- 
duction of His Own and President Dole 
Responds in Kind add All Is Serene 
Cause of the Ex-Queen Now Definitely 
Settled=Opposition to the Government 
Already Begun. 

HoxoLuLu, Aug. 28.—Minister Willis called 

on President Dole yesterday and presented 
him with Cleveland’s letter of recognition of 
the republic. The Cabinet, as well as Min- 
* Thurston, was present. Minister Willis 
said: 
“Mr. President: The right of the people of 
the Hawaiian Islands to establish their own 
form of government has been formally ac- 
knowledged both by the executive and legis- 
lative departments of the United States. It 
seems proper therefore, so far as I, the dip- 
lomatic agent, had the right, to extend recog- 
nition to the Republic of Hawaii, it having 
been created under the forms of laws and ex- 
isting without effective opposition. The ac- 
tion thus taken has, Iam glad to state, been 
fully approved by the proper authorities at 
Washington. As the highest evidence of the 
fact I have received an autograph letter from 
the President of the United States addressed 
to you as the President of the republic. In 
delivering this letter as instructed permit 
me to join in friendly sentiments and to ex- 
press the hope that through the government 
now inaugurated peace, prosperity, and hap- 
piness will be secured to all the people of 
these islands.”’ 


He then presented the following letter from 
Mr. Cleveland:

States, to his Excellency Sanford B. Dole Presi- 
dent of Hawaii—Great and good friend: I have 
received your letter of the 7th ult., by which you

In reply Mr. Dole said: 

„Mr. Minister: It ss with sincere gratifi- 
cation that I have received the information 
that the President of the United States has 
coatirmed the recognition so promptly ex- 
tended by your Excellency to the Republic of 
Hawaii. Permit me on behalf of the Hawaii- 
an people to reciprocate the friendly sen- 
timents expressed by you toward this govern- 
ment and assure you of our desire that the 
relations of comity and of commercial inter- 
course which shall be mutual and advantage- 
—— may ever exist between the two coun- 

ries.’ 

The confirmation of the reported recogni- 
tion has taken the wind out of the sails of the 
royalists, and the most rabid of them acknowl- 
edge the cause of the ex-Queen is now dead. 
One prominent royalist, who expresses the 
views of many, said last evening: 

The recognition is complete. We must 
acknowledge that fact. But if the Royalist 
Commission consisting of Parker, Widemann, 
and Cummings had never gone to Washington 
the republic would never have been recog- 
nized. They have ruined the Queen’s cause as 
thoroughly. as if they had taken a request 
from the Queen for annexation.” 

Slight trouble seems to be brewing in the 

government camp in spite of the recognition 
news. The Schutzen club, an organization 
origineliy formed by German supporters of 
the previsional government, but which has 
since grown toa large size and taken in ‘all 
nationalities, has sent a set of resolutions to 
the government announcing that if some of 
their members are not given vernment 
positions at once the club as a will witu- 
draw its support from the powers be. No 
answer has been sent yet and the matter will 
come up in the councils Thureday. 
The first election under the republic will 
he held during the last week in October, when 
Senators and Representatives will be elected.

Sterling Rates Are Lower=—Small De- 
mand for Money. 


The Universal Gas company has placed an 
order with Clough & Sons of Cleveland for 
fifty miles of gas mains. First of these mains 
are under contract for delivery Sept. 15, and 
the work of laying them will begin immedi- 
ately. The first lines to be laid will be down 
State street and Cottage Grove avenue from 
the present terminus of the pipe of the Hyde 
Park Mutual Fuel Gas company at Thirty- 
ninth street to the down-town business 
The pipe laid under the Universal or- 
dinance will be connected with the mains of 
the Hyde Park Mutual Fuel company, and the 
gas from the Hyde Park plant will be fur. 
nished through the Universal mains as fast as 
they are laid. The contract for the fifty miles 
of mains is said to be at the lowest price of any 
gaspipe ever inid in Chicago streets. The mill 
at which they are being made has been idle for 
some months and took this order at such exceed- 
ingly low figures that it mignt resume operations. 
The work is now progressing on the Hyde Park 
plant under the contracts which will increase 
the capacity from 2,500,000 cubic feet a day to 
4,000,000 feet a day. This addition to the plant 
will be completed by Dec. 1, and it is expected 
that the Universal company will by that date be 
ready to furnish gas to customers in the business 
district. 

The effect of these operations of the Universal 
and the Hyde Park Mutual Fuel company on the 
stock market is not great as yet. The stock of 
the Mutual Fuel company is quoted at 110, but 
transfers are rare, The stock is all strongly 
held and only on accasional small holder who. 
alarmed at the prospect of a gas war, 
has parted with his stock. The New 
York market for Chicago gas has weak- 
ened slightly, but the bulls on that security are 
keeping up a firm front. Some of the New York 
dispatches that are gotten out by these bulls, 
however. indicate that they either have little un- 
derstanding of the strength of the opposition 
bere or that they are willfully misrepresenting it.

MACVEAGH’S HARD TASK. 

The tariff plank reported to the National 
Pemocratic convention of 1892 by the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions said: 

Many industries have come to rely upon legis- 
lation for successful continuance, so that any 
change of law must be at every step regardful of 
the Labor and capital thus involved, The process 
of reform must be subject in the execution to this 
plain dictate of justice. 

This was stricken out by a vote of 564 to 

2, and a plank was adopted calling for the 
abolition of all protection regardless of conse- 
quences. Nevertheless during the campaign 
every Democratic speaker said that. labor 
would be cared for and only capital struck at. 
Profits were to be cut down but wages were 
to remain untouched. 

The Republicans answered that the cheap 
foreign goods their opponents promised the 
workingmen necessitated lower wages. They 
said it was impossible to knock down capital 
without knocking Gown labor alsv, and that 
to require the manufacturer to sell for 75 
cents an article it cost him a dollar to make 
with the wage scale what it was was to coin- 
pel him either to stop manufacturing, in, 
which case there would be no work for his 
men, or to pay them lower wages, 

The workingmen believed the Democrats 
and elected Cleveland, Wages have gone 
down. The laboring classes are discontented 
and employers are not happy. An important 
election is at hand. Mr. MacVeugh needs the 
votes of those discontented men so he can get 
into the Senate and make free trade speeches 
for publication in the Congressional Record, 
He has begun stump.ng the State in order to 
convince a large minority of the voters— 
thanks to the legislative gerrymander he does 
not need to convince a majority—that the 
hard times which the Republicans prophesied 
as the result of an attempt to carry out the 
radical Democratic tariff plank are not due 
to the present legislation of the party in power, 
but to the past legislation of a party which has 
been out of power a year and a half, 

It will not be an easy task to persuade the 
voters that a business depression which began 
when the people came to understand that the 
industrial policy of the last thirty years’ stand- 
ing was to be overthrown, was not due to the 
fact that there was to beso material a change, 
but thatit was the inevitable result of the 
protective policy, It will be uphill work for 
Mr. MacVeagh to convince the citizens of 
Illinois that the wage reductions which the 
Republicans said would come if Cieveland 
was elected—and which did come, though the 
Democrats said they would not—would have 
happened even if Harrison had been elected. 

It will be seen that the Democratic candi- 
dates ha ve a hard row to hoe. A palpable 
wage reduction confronts them—a reduction 
they did not foresee, but which their op- 
ponents did, It, is necessary for them to 
throw the blame of it en their adversaries, 
but moment they attempt to do it they 
entafwle themselves in contradictions. Mr. 
MacVeagh says wages have fallen because 
protection fell to pieces from its own inherent 
weakness before the tariff reformers could 
knock it on the head. It has been the creed 
of the Democratic party that protection does 
not increase wages, but that it increased 
profits only. If protection did not raise 
wages then what has lowered the:n?

The statistician of the City Health Depart- 
ment says that a year ago this month there were 
a hundred thousand idle wage workers in Chica- 
go.

SENATOR JONES’ APOSTASY. 

Senator John P. Jones of the moribund 
State of Nevada has written a letter to a con- 
stituent in which he announces that he can 
no longer act with the Republican party and 
that he shall henceforth vote and act with 
the party that brings this overmastering issue 
to the front, meaning the Populist party and 
the issue of free silver, 

The loss of Senator Jones is not a serious 
one to the Republican party. His secession 
from its ranks is not due to any matter of 
principle, but wholly to the matter of per- 
sonal interest. To keep his hold upon office 


is the purpose of his lapse into Populism, and- 


it only goes to show the effect of officehold- 
ing in sapping and ultimately destroying the 
moral status of a man.. For several years 
Mr. Jones has been Senator from the glieged 
State of Nevada, representing mainiy Sen- 
ator Jones, coyotes, sage brush, and alkali 
deserts: He has made his winter home in 
California and the remainder of his time he 
has spent mainly in Washington, filling the 
Congressional Record with speeches of inter: 
minable length. So far as residence is con- 
cerned he lives most everywhere except in 
Nevada. He wants to continue his present 
political course of life and to represent that 
dying, wornout State. So he has joined the 
Populists to aid them in securing free silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 and 50-cent dollars, 
that result being unattainable in the ranks of 
the Republican party. To turn to the Demo- 
cratic party would be equally useless, If he 
would retain his hold upon a seat in the Sen- 
ate he must go over to the Populists, and 
there he has gone and the Republican party 
is well rid of him. 

But this ie only the half-way house, The 
Populists would not be for free coinage if 
they did not believe it to be a 50-cent dollar 
business. If they should secure that then they 
would want moonshine, fiat scrip, five-cent 
money. Jones will have to travel with the 
procession if he expects to continue represent - 
ing the handful of people inhabiting the alkali 
plains of a played-out State, whose entire 
population does not equal that of the average 
interior backwoods county. Its population 
has dwindled down to 44,000, including 
Jones and Stewart, and it is steadily dimin- 
ishing. Its silver product is practically nil 
and it has no other resources of any descrip- 
tion. The best thing to do with Nevada would 
be to add it to some other State and thus get 
rid of it and of Jones and Stewart at the 
same time. As long as this cannot be dgne 
Jones proposes to hold on to his seat in the 
Senate by going over to the Populists, the 
only possible way in which he can accomplish 
it. In a short time, therefore, he will be 
found hurrahing with his fellow-cranks for the 
fiat scrip and moonshine dollars. Jones 
seeks to cover the opprobrium of his bolt by 
declaring that the two old parties have out- 
lived their usefulness. This cannot be, for 
the great question which divides them—name 
ly: whether protection or free trade is best 
for the country still remains unsettled, and as 
long as it continues unsettled there is abun- 
dant and logical reason for their existence. 
The cowardly action of the Populists in dodg- 
ing this question does not change anything or 
make it any the less a vital issue. They are 
the useless party because they dodge the one 
question in which the people of this country 
are the most concerned. 


NOW FOR CLEAN THOROUGHFARES. 

The Civic Federation has employed one in- 
spector in each of the three great divisions of 
this city to ascertain the truegcondition of the 
streets and alleys. These inapectors have found 
a deplorable lack of information among the 
people in respect to their rights and duties, 
and in the hone of supplying this lack the fed- 
eration has issued a preliminary circular, stat- 
ing the names and addresses of the scaven- 
gers and city inspectors in each ward, and 
telling what the public has a right to demand. 
The contract for sweeping the streets is let to 
John S. Cooper, but he sweeps only when and 
where advised by Supt. Schofield, who in turn 
is governed by a limited appropriation. 

But the scavenger contracts provide for 
systeriatic and oft-repeated removal of ashes, 
other rubbish, and garbage. In the First 
Ward this is to be performed daily. except 
Sunday. In the Second to the Fourteenth, 
the Sixteenth to the Twenty-fourth, Twenty- 
ninth to Thirty-second, and in the Thirty- 
fourth Wards the removals are to be made 
tri-weekly, and in all other wards semi- 
weekly. The contractor, therefore, is charged 
with the duty of removing two, three, or six 
times in each week “ all ashes, garbage, and 
rubbish of whatsoever kind which may ac- 
cumulate at any building or dwelling within 
the territory included in the contract. Pro. 
vided, however, that the contractor shall not 
be obliged to remove garbage from any 
hotels, restaurants, or cafés nor the ashes 
from boilers used for manufacturing pur- 
poses or those used for steam heating in office 
ouildings, but shall remove all garbage or 
other rubbish from the said last-mentioned 
buildings. Ashes, rubbish, and garbage are 
to be understood as meaning all materials re- 
moved from house or barn or yard or other 
place, such as the contents of beds, paper 
torn from walls, or grass or refuse raked 
from yards; but shall not include unmixed 
earth thrown out of excavations or elsewhere, 
stable manure, dead animals, refuse materi- 
als from buildings in course of construction, 
night soil, or the contents of catch-basins.”’ 

The circular informs citizens that they are 
required to provide and keep separate water- 
tight and covered receptacles for garbage. 
which never must be overfilled, and that 
garbage must not be emptied on the ground; 
also that papers, fruit, peelings, etc., must 
not be thrown into streets, alleys, on the side- 
walks, or on vacant lots, and that street 
sweepings must not be pilel up more than 
four hours in the daytime. But it does not 
assume to instruct the city authorities, and 
this may be presumed as the reason why it 
omits to suggest that the thirty-four ward in- 
spectors shall wear badges, so that the citi- 
zens may know them at sight. At present

per year from the city, are utterly unknown 
to the people, among whom and for whose 
good they are suppose to labor. There is

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nothing to distinguish them from the many 


other politicians, paid and unpaid, whoswarm 


in the city, frequent the satoons and gambling 
dives and other bad places, and never are 
known to do any good. If each of the in- 
spectors were compelled to wear a badge, 
‘stating that he is the *‘ Sanitary Inspector ”’ 
for such and such a ward, the citizens in his 
bailiwiek who suffer from long-continued 
nuisances could recognize him as he passes 


"along the street and complain to him. It he 
; Were badged, like the policeman, Le could be 
Pealled on to lock here and there and see for 
himself howscavengers and citizens were neg- 


lecting their duty, and even might receive 
from a police officer now and then some inti- 
mation of a nuisance that needed to be sup- 
pressed. Then the Sanitary Inspettors would 
not be, as now, great unknowns.” 

In regard to each of these thirty-four ward 
inspectors the circular truly says that if he 
does his full duty there will be little cause for 
complaint, and that he should be as well 
known in his ward as the postman, not only 
watching the contractor but seeing to it that 
garbage, etc., which the contractors are not 
obliged to attend to are regularly removed. 
Another important point made is that the 
garbage contracts now in force will expire 
less than four months hence, at the end of the 
present calendar yeay, and that it is highly 
necessary for the people to codperate with 
the committee of the federation during. that 
time, so that contractors or inspectors neglect- 
ing their duty may be summarily dealt with, 
as promised by yor Hopkins and Supt. 
Schofield, The headquarters of the commit- 
tee are in the Auditorium Building. 
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POPULATION OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Robert P. Forter, ex-Superintendent of the 
latest census, insists on tne correctness of his 
count of 62,622,250 persons in the United 
States in 1890, this excluding Indians not 
taxed. He says that Canada, Austria, and 
Italy have adopted the scheme of tabulation 
inaugurated by the eleventh census and that 
Scandinavia, the German Government, and the 
municipality of Paris are making a study of 
the system with a view to adopting it in future 
statistical work. The accuracy of the count 
is testified to by the more recently com puted 
fact of a substantial decline in the birth rute 
during the decade. The population under 10 
years of age in 1880 was 26.7 per cent. In 
1890 it had fallen to 24.3 percent. This 
means that if the birth rate of 1880 had 
been maintained in 1890 the population of 
the country would have been greater by six- 
teen or seventeen hundred thousand ard the 
aggregate would have been over 64,000,000. 
This would have been equal to the most lib- 
eral estimates, and the, fact that the actual 
enumeration did not come up to the estimate 
can be explained entirely by the falling off in 
the birth rate during the precediug ten years. 
Again, the falling off in the birth rate finds 
corroboration in the returns showing the de- 
crease in the size of families from 5.9 in 1880 
to 4.9 in 1890. 5 

Mr. Porter says these figures prove that the 
people of the country, not the Superintendent 
of the Census, are responsible for the short- 
comings of the population returns in 1890. 
Even if a few of the enumerators were care- 
less, the actual returns are always more 
trustworthy and satisfactory than estimates 
from the most profound statistical sharps.’’ 
He instances the attempt of Elkanah Watson 
in 1815 to estimate the population of the 
United States for each decade till tne close of 
the century. In 1820 he was only 8,000 out 
of the way and a little more than 30,000 
wrong twenty years later. He was within 
about 310.000 of the truth for 1860, but was 
millions out of the way for 1870 and 1880, 
nearly 15,000,000 too high for 1890, and it 
seems probable that his estimate of 100,000,- 
000 for 1900 will be ineftor by as much as 
25 percent. The complainers seem never to 
have heard of the law of decreasing rate of 
increase. But the fact is that with national 
growth, whether in wealth or in population, 
not only do the limitations of nature become 
more and more stringent in reducing the rate 
of increase, but that: increase does of itself 
create moral and social tendencies which tra- 
verse its own course, andif not strong enough 
to defeat further growth or accumulation do 
at least make any successive gain more slow 
and painful. 

Some of the forces at work in these direc- 
tions may be looked for in the following 
facts: That the line of agricultural occupa- 
tion is drawing closer to the great barren 
plain; that manufacturing is taking its course 
westward and southward; that population is 
concentrating in large cities of industrial en- 
ergy; that the struggle for existence in these 
compacted com munities increases in severity, 
and to the concentration of wealth. On the 
other hand we see that the population tends 
increasingly to fashion and social observance ; 
that diet, dress, and equipage become more 
and more artificial; that home life and house- 
keeping give way to boarding and to resi- 
dence in flats; that methods for controlling 
the size of families become more widely 
known; that families decrease, children be- 
come more burdensome, and marriage re- 
sponsibilities are assumed later in life. It is 
difficult to give with any degree of exactitude 
the par ticular cause for decrease in the birth 
rate, but the preceding are some of the prin- 
cipal forces which affect the rate of repro- 
duction of our people. It is impossible also 
to estimate the future rate of growth. But, 
allowing for a further reduction in the birth 
rate and an increase in the marriage age, Mr. 
Porter estimates that the republic will not 
greatly exceed 75,000,000 souls at the close 
of the century. | 
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TO PATRONIZE HOME INDUSTRY. 

A gentleman in Monroe, Wis., has proposed 
a law the passage of which he thinks would 
prevent strikes, encourage mechanical skiil, 
and promote patriotism. It is that every ver- 
son holding any office in any eounty of his 
State, who is paid for his services any part of 
the tax money gathered from the industries 
of the people, shall not use for his own con- 
sumption any article of mechanism that is 
manvfactured outside of the county in which 
he resides, provided such article is manu- 
factured in that county and can be produced 
by the labor and skill of one pérson. 

The use of the word can in this proposition 
is the only thing that saves it from sheer im- 
practicability and does not prevent it from 
being nonsense. How much material falls 
under the designation? A pair of shoes? Thea 
must the one person feed the animal, take 
off its skin, tan the skin into leather, make 
with his own hands the nails or pegs, and the 
‘wax end for stitching, including the kill- 
ing and scraping of the hog, the back of 
which furnishes the bristles? If the shoes 
were for wife or daughter of the official 
the man making them might also be required 
to be able to make the cloth used for lining 
them and the elastie material, without which 


ita suit of clothes? Then the tailor should be 
able to take the wool or cotton from the 
sheep’s back or the field, and manufacture the 
same into cloth, dyeing it, and makmg the 
material thus prepared into clothing, All 
these things. except making the elastic for 
the shoes and dyeing the cloth, used to be done 
in every village of the United States and on 
most of the farms, and there is no good reason 
why all these processes should not be carried 
‘on now on every farm, except the very suffi- 


cient one that they can be performed more 


many people think the shoe is a failure. Is ; 


division of labor. It needs not to extend the 
list in order to show that the requirement 
would bea ridiculous one, because if it in- 
cluded only the last process in the manufact- 
ure that might be made so small a part of the 
whole that the provision would do no good to 
the persons it was intended to benefit 

Nevertheless it may be conceded that the 
intent of the writer was a laudable one. 
Doubtless his wish was to encourage home in- 
dustry in every county to the greatest pos- 
sible extent and thereby offer some induce- 
ments not now existing to keep the youths of 
the rural districts from crowding into the 
cities, It would be well if that could bs 
brought about, for it is notorious that com- 
paratively few of those who Ahus forsake the 
country home for the big city achieve any- 
thing else than misery to themselves, if not 
their own undomg. Asa rule they bave had 
no training for civic classes of employment 
and do not understand city methods of reason- 
ing about things. They fail to get work, and 
if that be obtained the person is too apt to 
be led astray by the temptations of his 
novel surroundings. Probably if county and 
village officers could be induced to patronize 
to the greatest possible extent the industrial 
processes which are carried on close to their 
homes the result would bea little more me- 
chunical activity there and the good example 
might lead some other citizens to follow the in- 
junction, Go thou and do likewise. But it is 
open to grave question if the game would be 
worth the powder and most certainly the pro- 
posed reform could not be counted on to pre- 
vent strikes and riots in the big cities. 
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Abvicns from Adelaide, Australia, relate 
that six previously discouraged miners have 
stumbled on a fortuae about eleven miles 
south of Coolgardie. They have discovereda 
reef three feet wide, jutting three feet out of 
the ground, and length not stated, one-tenth 
of the ore in which is gold. Specimens the 
size of a cubic foot are so heavy that one 
man cannot lift them, and 4,000 ounces of 
gold were dollied out in three weeks, a quar- 
ter of which was secured in a single day. 
Experts visiting the mine stated their impres- 
sion that they were looking -at the richest 
mine of gold yet discovered in Australia, and 
those who minutely inspected the specimens 
estimated that about one-fourth of the 
ore is solid gold. The largest of these 
specimens has been christened Big Ben. It 
was among the first pieces that came away 
from the reef, and is remarkable for the fact 
that it contains more gold than all other min- 
eral. It weighs 240 pounds and is worth 
$17,500. And this mine appears to be: but 
one of many in that region which are await- 
ing work by the miners, thdugh it may prove 
to be the most valuable of the lot. An expert 
returned to Adelaide from Coolgardie géve a 
splendid account of the fields in that vicjaity. 
He says specimens of ore show coarsesgold 
right through. He believes that enormous 
quantities of gold are there, and that dh ac- 
count of the cement formation of the coymtry 
the mines can be worked easily on the pen 
face system. He intimates that a grea, deal 
of swindling has been perpetrated by al. aged 
experts, who went no further than Coolgyirdie 
Township, took up worthless claims, a are 
playmg ducks and drakes with syniécate 
funds. But this does not prevent the a nt 
territory from being rich enough th add 
largely to the gold stock of the world, The 
result may bea considerable cheapenj 
gold if it be true, as intimated by other 
vices, that plenty of the yellow metal 
tainable at an expense of about 22 caps 
the dollar. 


Vermont elected State officers and Don- 
gressmen Tuesday. Two years ago Re- 
publican plurality was 17,000. This ear it 
is over 25,000. This does not look agif the 
Democratic tariff bill was greeted with much 
enthusiasm.

The people of Vermont have noticed also a 
remarkable shrinkage in prices during the 
last.eighteen months. They have received 
less for the products of their farms and their 
numerous factories and they are satistied that 
that shrinkage is due to Democratic govern- 
ment. Believing this, itis easy to under- 
stand why the Democratic vote fell off and 
that of the Republicans increased. There 
have been conversions even among the incor- 
rigible Democrats of the Green Mountain 
State. The Populists asserted before 
election that they would gain heavily. They 
underestimated the intelligence and the 
honesty of the people. The Vermonters do 
not think rotten money a cure for tariff 
reform ”’ evils, and the Populist candidates 
got very few votes. The magnitude of the 
Republican majority in Vermont can best be 
measured by a comparison with Illinois. The 
former State has 333,000 people and the 
latter twelve times as many. A majority of 
300,000 in Illinois would be the equivalent 
vf 25,000 in Vermont. The Republicans 
will be satisfied if Illinois gives them only 
50,000 majority. 


Mn. Cuauncey M. Depew in a published 
interview from Homburg touches upon Re- 
publican prospects in New York and makes 
some suggestions it would be wise for the 
party in that State to consider. Mr. Depew 
is of opinion that the weakness of the Repub- 
lican situation is the overconfidence of the 
party. While the disorganization of Tam- 
many on aceoupt of the Lexow disclosures,

Chinese Claim Japanese Reinforcements 


Pekin, Aug. 1.—[By Steamer Belgie via 
San Francisco, Sept. 5.|—The following ac- 
count of a naval battle has been given out by 


J uly 25 the Chinese twin-screw steel cruiser 
Chiyuen, 2,200 tons and 2,800 horse-power. and 
a Japanese man-of-war met in Corean waters. 
The engagement commenced in the morning and 
lasted foreight hours. At the commencement 
the Chinese sailors refused to work their guns, 
but five of them were shot by their own officers 
and the others fought so well that they 
raked the Japanese fore and aft and car- 
killing the Japa- 
nese Admiral, but the Japanese picked off 
all exposed persons on the Chiyuen and exploded 
a shell on its deck, killing a Lieutenant and man 
working one of the guns. The Chiyuen's steer- 
ing gear was carried away and its forward guns 
disabled, but it steered with the twin screws and 
replied to the Japanese with its after gun with 
the effect that the Japanese surrendered, hoist- 
ing the dragon flag over a white flag, but before 
the Chiyuen could take possession several Jap- 
anese men-of-war hove in sight and the Japanese 
hoisted the flag again, while the Chiyuen hastened 
to get away and succeeded in reaching Weihaiwei 
for repairs, There is no doubt it was badly 
damaged. On the next night a fleet of nine

Three 
times the high waves lifted the ship and let it 
down with a crash that shook it from end to 
end.

Ready to Leave the Boat. 


The boats were swung off and everything 
made ready to abandon the steamer. It was 
found, however, the main injury was beneath 
the ballast tank, which filled so rapidly the 
pumps could not control the inflow. But the 
watertight bulkhead protected the other com- 
partments, ana the Eskimo pilots having at 
length come off in their kayaks the steamer 
was got safely into barbor, As it was consid- 
ered unsafe to proceed further in the dam- 
aged vessel the situation of so large a body of 
excursionists on this inhospitable coast was 
not encouraging, especially when it was found 
the Danish steamer which regularly visits the 
settlement had been stove in by ice and would 
not arrive this year. It began to look as if 
the expedition might have to winter in Green- 
land, and short rations were served in an- 
ticipation of such a catastrophe. It was 
learned, however, through the Danish Gov- 
ernor several American fishing schooners were 
on the halibut vanks near Holsteinborg, 120 
miles north. To secure one of these veasels 
Dr. Cook, with Messrs. Rogers, Porter, and 
Dunning, and four Eskimos. started for the 
banks in an open t. After a stormy voyage 
lasting ten days they found the Rigel and 
brought it to the assistance of the people on 
the disabled ship, and the passengers were 
trapsterred to the Rigel.

Prof. Wright of Oberlin College was 
able to make interesting studies of the gla- 
ciers near Sukkertoppen, but otherwise the 
expedition was a failute from the scientist’s 
point of view, as it was also from that of the 
sportsman. 

The journey homeward was without inci- 
dent other than adverse winds, incon- 
venience of close quarters, and insufficient 
provisions, onl; ten days’ supplies for forty 
men having been piaced on the Rigel, and the 
addition of the Miranda’s crew making nine- 
ty-one persons on board this little craft of 
107 tans. The passengers slept in the hold 
on top of the salt and fish. 
sea birds constituted the * fresh 
the party for the last ten s. Too t 
credit cannot be given Capt. on the 
crew of the Rigel for their efforts in behalf 
of those whom they had rescued, The party 
will have a banquet at North Sydney before 
leaving, at which time a handsome testimo- 
nial will be presented to 2 Dixon. The 
lost ship Miranda was built 1884 for the 
St. Johns and New York trade. It is famous 
as the vessel which lost the celebrated ry 
timber raft off Long Island Sound. For two 
years past it has n running to Central 
America and the West Indies. It is said to 
have been insured for $90,000,

Origin of Contempt Proceedings. 

The contempt proceedings had a double 
origin. They were asked for by the govern- 
ment in two separate informations filed by 
the District-Atcorney, and thwy were also 
asked for by the recefvers of the Santa Fé. The 
first information filed by the District-Attor- 
aey charged Eugene V. Debs, George W. 
Howard, Sylvester Keliher, and I. W. Rogers 
with violating the injunction granted by the 
court July 2, restraining them from inter- 
fering with inter-State commerce or obstruct- 
dng the United States mails. The second in- 
formation joined with these defendants James 
Hogan, William E. Burns, R. M. Goodwin, J. 
F. McVean, and Martin J. Elliott. All of 
men are directors of the American Railway 
Union, and Debs is the President, Howard the 
Vice-President, and Keliher the Secretary. 
The information of the Santa Fé re 
ceivers did not give names. The two 
matters were not tried together exactly, 
though the court agreed the evidence in the 
government case should decide the Santa Fé 
case as well. 

Considerable interest attaches to the trial 
from a legal point of view, as it is understood 
the decision, if adverse, willbe appealed to 
the Supreme Court, lending to an adjudica 
tion of the rights of labor, and especially to 
what is regarded as a perversion of the inter- 
State commerce law and the abuse of injunc- 
tional powers. There can be no question 
whether Judges Woods and Grosscup acted 
within the law in granting the injunction, as 
the statute expressly authorizes it, as Judge 
Woods pointed out last July. But an attack 
is to be made on the constitutionality of the 
statute. It is claimed the enjoining of a 
crime and then the punishment of the offen- 
der summarily for contempt of court is a vir- 
tual denial of trial by jury, whichis secured 
by the Constitution.
